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The Annual Eeport by Khan Bahadur Maulvi Zafar Hasan, 
tsuperintendent, Archicologio^il Survey, ^Northern Circle, Agra, 
on the TreuBUre Trove Coins lAlusliui) discijvereil in the Punjab 
during the year 1935-3G is as follows :— 

'* Only one hud was reported to me during tire year under 
review and it congiisted of 15 silver coins diecovensd at 
Cimk S7/E. B„ Tnhsi] Pakpattan, District Mont- 
goiiieiy'. The Deputy Coniinissiouer, Montgomery, 
fbrwarding tlie coin.', to me related that they were 
foiuid by a boy mrmed Thakar who was 12 years of 
age. He was grazing hie cattle in the fields of one 
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Punjab Singb near a mound when be notioed the 
edge of a email earthen vessel buried under the 
ground. Ec dug up and took out the vessel. On 
opening it was found to ooutuin old coins. The con¬ 
tents irere shared between liim aud u follow, Sundar 
8ingh by name, aged IS years. The discovery was 
reported on 3rd of February, 193B, by the Lam^rdar 
to police who took possession of the coins. The 
hoard includes the issnea of the iJughal Emperors 
Shahjahan, Aurangzeb and 8bah Alaro I. The 
acquisition of the coins has been i^ommended 
as soon as its proceedings are gone through, 
aeceasary stops will be taken for their distribu¬ 
tion.
